Since the, collapse of the’ masts of the yachts 
Shamrock WL. and .Cortsitiution, following a 
similar catastrophe to the ‘Columéta, several 
ingenious suggestions have been made’ for 
strengtheninis these huge steel spars, 

{tis generally snrecd that.wooden masts in 
these yachts would not" have broken ahd that 


“the steel mast is really weaker than the wooden 


one, But it is almost impossible to get wooden” 
spars big enough for ‘these ‘huge yachts, and 
hence builders bave been driven to steel. 

One suggestion is that nature ih the bamboo 
cane solves the problem,.and that steel masts 
should, be made like the bamboo, in compart:

Edison has -invented a new electrical storage 
battery one-third the weight of those now im 
use, “The essentin! innovation, according to 
the advices, is the substitution of iron and 
» nickel for copper and cadmium, with the resdlt 
that where it has taken hitherto r3olb, of stornge 
weight to hold anc horse-power of ctiergy, he 
can now effect the same ena with a welgnt of 
falb. Mr, Edison, though “(nota man of science, 
‘but an inventor,” as he described himself, has a 
wonderful instinct“for perreiting: the thing that 
is most wanted. The storage of power is 
the want of the age. There are rot ie 
only two forms in which it can beconserved., 
One is in materials of combustion, mainly coal, 
which prescient Nature laid by for us, in the: 
.earth's cellars millions of years ago. The othef 
is in the form of electricity; and clectricity is 
pre-eminently the means by which’ we can 
store power derived from any other sources, 
In 1897 a correspondent in South Africa poiht- 
ed out that the sunshine of the veldt or the 
desert could be turned into ‘mechanical energy 
the moment cheap and light accumulators were - 
‘invented, The cnergy of sunlight poured in 
’ vain everyday on Sahara would:-supply the en- 
stre moving force required by all the engines of 
. Great Britain. Wind; running water, tides, and 
waterfalls may all be, yoked to the car of in- 
dustry. , The £ilectirical Review points out,

_ , Every precious stone is: now successfully 
imitated. Artificial diamonds have been made

Strass, and, 
the peculiar kind of glass that-bears his namé 
exactly ‘resembies the diamond when cut 
Strass is nothing more than ‘rock crystal, to 
which borax, arsenje, potash and other chemicals 
have been, added. The ingredients when 
_ thoroughly pulverized and sifted are placed in 
a crucible and subjected to enormous heat in a 
furnace. The melting occupied. from twenty 
+ to thirty-five hours, and skill is needed to sea 
that the proper temperature is maintained or
